Jutors thoroughly enforce the 
laws already in existence. Make 
the treating a criminal offence, 
and keep up the good work of 
educating the people along the 
lines of temperance which have 
been followed for some years and 
which is being seen today in the 
great decrease of drunkenness, 
All great reforms have been 
made by education, not force. 


Local Option Vote Next 
Month 


That the petition presented by the 
Alberta temperance and moral reform 
league for a vote on local option to be 
taken in licenre districts Nos. 3 and 4 
has been granted, and that the vote 


November on a date which has not yet 
been determined upon, was announced 
in Edmonton by Dr. Strong, chairman 
of the Loard of license commissioners 
of the province. 

Between $100,000 and $200,000 will 
in all probability be spent in the con 
duct of the campaign within the next 
three or four weeks. ‘T'he licensed 
victuallers’ association, which has or. 
ganized for the purpose of fight ng the 
issue, has arranged to raise « fund for 
this purpose which will total little 
short of $150,000, is anxious to bring 
the vote on early in November. ‘Whe 
moral reformers have asked for a vote 
on November 21, und it ts regarded as 
prohable that the date will be eet for 
some date during the second week of 
the month. 

Large sums of money are being 
spent by the reformers in bring ng 
prominent speakers to the’ province 
and in the distribution of literature 
bearing upon the prohibition question 
in its Various aspects. 

The campaign will be directed for 
the reformers by Rev. W. G. W. For- 
tune, secretary of the provincial league, 
while John A. Ayerst, secretary of the 
branch of the Twin Cities of Kdmon 
ton and Strathcona, will also take a 
prominent part in the contest. Rev, 
V', Albert Moore, general secretary of 
the social and moral reform league of 
the Methodist church in Can ida, Rev. 
Db. C. McGregor, associute secretary 
of the social and mora: reform ieague 
of the Presbyterian church of the Do 
minion, and Rev. A. E. Gordon will 
canvass the two districts, covering 
every mile of settled territory which 
they may find it possible to visit dur 
ing the limited time now remaining 
before the day of the plebiscite,

In all eighty-one licenses will be 
affected by the vote to be taken next 
month, Fifty four of these are in 
district No, 2, which stretches across 
the province from the Saskatchewan 
boundary to the confines of British 
Columbia and takes in the greater part 
of the settled area between Edmonton 
and Calgary. lwenty-seven of the 
licenses are in district No, 3, which 
takes in a wide stretch of territory to 
the east and northeast of Edmonton. 

There are 12,000 persons entitled to 
vote in district No, 3 and 5,500 in No, 
2, according to a caretul estimate 
made by the reformers and the repre:

English Dealers Make Fortunes Out | 
of Seaside Souvenirs. 

Every visitor to England muet have | 
noticed those .curions and wonderful | 
thell boxes with “A Present from 
Brighton,” of some other resort, | 
stuck on the top, In fact. all sorts 
of little presefts and knick-knacks 
are covered with these shelle. You 
may fancy ‘int thev are mode from 
the shella fo be found cn the beach 
of that particular watering-niace. As 
a matter of fact they are not. 

Th maionty «f these ahell covered 
articles are made in London. One 
firm there makoe a eneciniity of the 
shell trade, They import them from | 
all parts cf the earth, from the Fij 
fetomde to Japon, from Conen ta the

! number of pearl ornaments of various

In days gone 
by the Rirminghem pearl workers 
could only vse a thin portion of the 
shells, and the rest was thrown away 
ne more rubbish. The Birm'ngham 
Town Hal! was built on one of these 
rubbish heaps. Since then a method 
has been invented for utilizing all 
this waste For that reason the 
trade would give a erent deal to get 
under the town hall. the “rubbish” 
on which it ‘s built being worth 
$2,000 a ton. 

In addition to supplying shells for 
ornamental purposes the London 
firm caters for museums and collec. 
tors. Some shells are extremely valu. 
able, many fetching $200 to $250 each. 
and in some rare ‘nstances many 
hundreds of pounds have been pad 
for a perfect specimen, A cowrie, 
known as the oranve cowrie, fetches 
as much as $35 to $40 


‘Daddy Crooks.”

BY MYSTERIOUS EXPLOSION 


Either Dynamite or Nitro-Glycerine 
Bomb in a Trunk Exploded, De. 


molishing the Building and Prob. | 


ably Fatally injuring the Baggage- 
man—Two Men Were Arrested 
When Trying to Leave the City. 


Calgary.—One of the most peculiar 
and at the same time serious aceidents 
ever recorded in Alberta occurred re. 
cently at Lacombe when the Canadian 
Pacitic railway station was blown up 
by a mysterious explosion.  Basyage- 
man Macleod was probably fatally in- 
a and the building was demolish- 
ead, 

When the express which leaves Cal- 
gay for kKdmonton at 16 o'clock pulled 
into Lacombs: at 19.50 o'clock a mum 
ber of trunks were taken off the tain. 

After the train) pulled out the sta. 
tion baggage men as usual loaded th: 
trunks onto a truck and took them in 
to the bagyageroom, 

Taking one off) the baggage men 
threw it on to the floor when sud- 
denly a fearful explosion took place 
completely shattering the baggage 
room and badly wreeking the main 
station. 

The effect of the explosion was first 
in an upwardly direction the roof be. 
ing blown off. This was followed by 
the falling outward of the walle and 
the explosive, whatever it) was, then 
struck through the floor and buried 
itself in the earth beneath, Whether 
it was dynamite or a bomb made of 
nitro-wlycerine was not known, It was 
dark when the accident happened and 
a fire breaking out gave the town bri- 
gnde a busy time of it for a few min- 
utes, 

That there was not a serious loss of 
life was most fortunate, 

There were fully fifty people at the 
station when the train arrived but for. 
tunately all had gone before the ex- 
plosion took place. As it was bag- 
gageman KE. G. Macleod was so seri- 


ously injured recovery is extremely 
doubtful. His legs were badly shat- 
tered. 


He was taken to the town hospital, 
where all the local doctors were busy 
trying to save his life, but with slim 
hopes of success, Assistant Baygage- 
man Bigk was also injured but not so 
seriously, 

In the main station the plaster was 
knocked off the walls, the telegraph 
instruments wrecked and every pane 
of glass smashed to fragments, 

The police got busy on the job but 
the fast gathering darkness and gen- 
eral confusion made it impossible to 
reach anything like an intelligent con. 
clusion as to what was in the trunk. 

It was apparently either dynamite 
or a nitro-glycerine bomb. The ques-

Trunk Explodes at 
Lacombe 


One of the most serious and at the 
same tie mysterious accidents that 
ever occutied in the province of Al- 
berta took place at Lacombe on 
Thursday evening last, when the Can. 
dian Pacific railway depot was totally 
destroyed by a serious explosion, the 
reason for which is a dee) mystery | 
Baggageman MacLeod was fatally in- 
jured, dying the next day, and another 
man was alsu injured, 

The express, which goes through 
Didsbury at § o’clock, reached La- | 
combe at 7.30, and a number of 
trunks were taken off the train. After 
the train had left one of the baggage 
men was taking the trunks into the 
baggage room and unloading them 
when one of them exploded with a 
fearful and terrific force, shattering 
the baggage room and wrecking the 
main: station. It is not known as yet 
whether the trunk contained dynamite 
or nitro: glycerine, 

Had the accident happened a few 
minutes hefore, the loss of lite might! 
have heen serious, as the train had | 
only left the station shortly before the | 
expiosion occurreds, and there were | 
fully 50 people on the platform when 
the train arrived. E. G. MacLeod, 
whose legs were badly shattered, was 
taken to the town hospital, where all 
the local doctors did their best to save 
his lite, but he succumbed to his in 
juries as stated above.
